Gutiirik, O. T., April X.— The cy- 
clone reported in these dispatches 
Tuesday night struck the town of 
Chandler at 6 o'clock and swept it off 
the lace of the earth. The storm came 
from the southwest and swept acroas 
the town, leaving; scarely a building 
of any Importance standing. Every- 
thing in the town was a mass of ruins 
in a few minutes and the air was filled 
with groans and cries of the wounded 
and shrieks for help from every side. 

The wrecks of the many of the store 
buildings took fire and in a short time 
an awful holocaust was in progress, 
many of those Injured and buried in 
the ruins being burned to death. A 
large number of the Injured are badly 
burned. Between the fire, the wind 
and the rain, the provisions, medicine, 
clothing, etc., in the stores were all 
destroyed or so badly injured as to be 
worthless, and unless new supplies ar- 
rive at once there will be much suffer- 

Tho storm broke upon the city sud- 
denly, the sky being clear an hour be- 
fore. The cloud soon developed into a 
funnel shape. It touched the ground 
and tore up trees like twigs. The roar 
was deafening. A cloudburst preced- 
ed it. About 20 dead bodies have been 
recovered and 75 or more of the in- 
jured have been cared for. Hut one 
physician In Chandler was uninjured 
snd physicians were sent from this 
city at midnight and also from Still- 
water, arriving there soon after day- 
light and assisting in the care of in- 
jured.
